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ALEM ENGLISH LUTHERAN CHURCH 


It was in the spring of 1888 that the Rev. G. H. Trabert, then pastor of St. 
John’s English Lutheran Church of Minneapolis, met a lady in a horse-drawn street- 
car on Lyndale Avenue about Twenty-fourth Street who asked, “Can you not do 
something that we get an English Lutheran Church in our section of the city for the 
sake of our children?’’ The lady was Mrs. C. A. Smith who later with her husband 
was to build, in 1904, a stone church in which the people of Salem could worship. 
In answer to her question Dr. Trabert replied, ‘I have had a part of that section 
canvassed and I will do all in my power to start a mission there as soon as possible.”’ 

eighth ward was then known as ‘Bloody Ward.’’ Houses were being built here 
and there but pasture fields were only slowly disappearing. “‘Trolley cars’’ were drawn 
by horses and went south to Lake Street. 


In the spring of 1889 two lots were purchased on the northwest corner of West 
28th Street and Garfield Avenue South. On July 5, 1889, ground was broken for 
the first church. The new frame church was built at a cost of $2,104.37. The first 
service was held in November, 1889. On October 19, 1889, the first Sunday School 
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was organized with 35 charter members and on March 12, 1890, Salem English 
_ Lutheran Church was officially organized with 16 charter members. 


At the beginning it was felt that Salem would become a member of the Augustana 
Synod but shortly after the Synod of the Northwest was organized Salem made 
application for membership and was received into this new body. 


Buildings 


When Salem outgrew its first church building, Mr. and Mrs. C. A. Smith offered 
to build a new stone building ‘‘to the Glory of God in gratitude to Him for His 
goodness."" On July 3, 1904, the cornerstone of the new church was laid, with 
sermon by Dr. W. K. Frick. (The old frame church was sold and moved to 2741 S. 
Lyndale. In 1950 Salem bought the property and now uses the building for a Day- 
time Nursery and apartments for staff members.) The stone church was dedicated 
March 12, 1905, with sermon by Rev. Prof. Henry Eyster Jacobs of Mt. Airy 
Seminary. This building was enlarged in 1938-39 and again in 1954. A new Moller 
three-manual organ was dedicated September 19, 1954, with sermon by Dr. Wm. P. 
Christy. Dedication of the renovated and enlarged church ($350,000) was on 
September 24, 1954, with sermon by Dr. Paul E. Bishop. 


Pastors 


Dr. John Sander, of Gustavus Adolphus, served as supply pastor of Salem, May 
- 18, 1890-1891; Rev. R. A. Leatherman as first pastor from July, 1891, to Jan. 1, 
1897; Dr. G. H. Trabert from Dec., 1897, to April, 1920; Rev. E. F. Marker from 
July, 1920 - April, 1928; Dr. P. H. Roth as supply until Sept. 1, 1928, when Rev. 
Paul Luther Wetzler became pastor. | | 


Items of Interest 


In her 70 years of history Salem has given 12‘sons to the Christian Ministry. She 
is the birthplace of The Lutheran Welfare Society of Minnesota (Sept. 15, 1905) 
and of The Lutheran Women’s Welfare League in 1906 under Dr. G. H. Trabert. 
The first meeting of The General Council, west of the Mississippi, was held at 
Salem in 1909. The first Lutheran World Federation Flag unfurled in the U.S.A. 
was dedicated in a special service in Salem. In a very real sense it can be said that 
Salem is the birthplace of the present Devotional Booklet of the Northwest Synod 
authorized by the Stewardship Committee of Synod. Also, The Lutheran Bowling 
League, largest such league in the States, was organized by the Pastor and Carl J. 
Gustafson in the fall of 1938. 


Salem Church has purchased several properties on b sssitale “Avenue looking to the 
erection of a Youth and Fellowship Building in the near future. Plans have been 
studied showing space for ladies’ parlors and lounge; large dining room; modern 
nursery; and efficiency apartments for staff members. 


Through the years Salem has had but one over-all, high purpose. Her pastor and 
people desire humbly to serve the Lord Jesus Christ faithfully at home and ‘“‘to the 
ends of the earth.’’ O God, to us may grace be given to fulfill this our high purpose. 
“One and All’ to Glory of God.

This congregation was formally organized on May 17, 1959, with 162 
charter confirmed and 350 baptized members. 

They have adopted the model constitution and by laws for congregations as 
recommended and approved by the English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the 
Northwest with Article 7, Section 6 on Meetings changed to read from “‘any 
number’ to “‘one-fifth of the members in good standing shall constitute a 
quorum at any congregational meeting.’ Also from “‘one-fifth’’ to ‘‘one-third of 
the members in good standing to constitute a quorum for congregational meetings 
called for election or release of a pastor or purchase, sale or mortgage of real 
estate.’ We recommend that the congregation be received into the Synod and 
that its representative be seated as a delegate to this convention. 

We would suggest that this congregation amend its constitution to conform 
to the model constitution in Article 8, Section 6.

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


‘ Salem Church. In the story of Northwest Synod, Salem belongs to the beginnings 
having been organized in 1890, a year before the formation of Synod. It is in the 
Trabert tradition and still numbers among its members descendants of that heroic 
pioneer of English Lutheranism in the Northwest. Over the years Salem has seen the 
city move to, then about, and then far beyond it. She has always served her community. 
She has been one of the outstanding exceptions to the much-mourned ‘‘inner city” 
situations. Her membership stands high—-over two thousand baptized, and about 
fifteen hundred communicants. 
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_ Available for the convention is the commodious and attractive church building 
Few churches in Synod are as well filled with eager worshippers Sunday after Sunday 
as is Salem. Here is vigor; here is vision. Here are friendly people led for thirty 
years by the inimitable and indefatigable Wetzler. No one in Synod can match this 
man’s service on committee’s and boards. Name it and Wetzler has served on it. 
Transportation, Parish Education, Stewardship, Seminary Board, Lutheran satanic 
in non-Lutheran Institutions. 


-1939—1949—1959: Salem entertains Synod by the decade. We are genveful to 
have such generous hosts. 


1958 was an average year. In the year of the 40th anniversary of the ULCA we 


were going to celebrate by producing the so-called “double benevolence’’! We didn't _ : 


come close. We stopped at 78.82%. The ‘‘average’’ in benevolence contributions 
consisted in the normal 9% advance over the previous year. Thank God it was at 
least an advance. 

In Lutheran World Action we fell short 20 %. That’s more than average, It 
appears that we are developing a spirit of ° ‘successful failure’’ in this important part- 
nership in serving love. 

In membership, again we were average in our gains. Baptized membership went 
from 141,269 to 147,239—a gain of 5,970. Confirmed from 92,055 to 95,468— 
a gain of 3,413. Communicants from 77,101 to 79,440—a gain of 2,339. The 
percentages are alarmingly like those of preceding years, with a slight tendency. to 
being lower! 

It’s not been all bad. 1958 saw Synod reach more than a million dollars in general 
benevolence for the first time in its history. The last month of the year and the early 
months of 1959 saw the development of the LEAF program, with an upsurge of 
interest and concern that is heart-warming. The Assembly of Synod held on February 
5, 1959, was a demonstration of spiritual partnership beyond anything within my 
remembrance in synodical happenings. We believe that the spirit of that meeting will 
guarantee under God the success of the venture in behalf of our college and our 
Seminary. It began in 1958! 

Staff: The year has seen just one change in staff service. Dr. George B. McCreary 
accepted the call of the Executive Committee to be Assistant to the President with 
special duties in editing ‘““The Word in Season,’’ and the Synodical Bulletin. Thus, 
the office of Stewardship Secretary became vacant as of Sept. .1, 1958. Dr. C. B. Lund 
continues his work as Parish Education Secretary. Dr. D. H. Shelhart serves as 
Mission Director. Miss Irene Blakely, Mrs. John Sell, and Mrs. C. B. Lund comprise 
the clerical staff at Synod headquarters. At its February, 1959, meeting the Executive 
_ Committee, upon the recommendation of the Stewardship Committee, issued a call to 

the Rev. D. R. Gerberding, Akron, Ohio, to be Stewardship Secretary. He has 

accepted the call and will begin work on May 15th. _ 

ULCA Representative. Nine years ago we were privileged to have its distinguished 
Secretary to represent the ULCA at our convention. That privilege is repeated this 
year. Dr. Reinartz has just completed several terms as president of the National 
Lutheran Council, a service in addition to his many duties as Secretary of the ULCA. 
He always comes before us as an outstanding witness for Christ and His Church. 


Salaries: Reports from 131 pastors serving congregations indicate a trend toward 
conservatism in salary payments. Synodical Staff Members, Professors of the Seminary, 
Retired Pastors, and Mission Organizers are excluded from the following summary: 

29 congregations pay less than $4,000 per annum. 
54 congregations pay $4,000 to $4,999 per annum. 
29 congregations pay $5,000 to $5,999 per annum. 
12 congregations pay $6,000 to $6,999 per annum. 
7 congregations pay $7,000 and more per annum. 

Noteworthy is the request of four laymen of a Milwaukee congregation to hold a 

, meeting with the lay delegates during the convention. The purpose? To talk about 
Pastors’ salaries! | 

Deaths: The ranks of the ministeriat members were ‘i depaoiaa by the deaths of three 

pastors. The Rev. Paul Feustel passed away during the 1958 convention. The Rev. 
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Edward R. Wicklund, veteran of 40 years, died suddenly June 15, 1958. The Rev. 
I. R. Kraemer, with 30 years of service, died suddenly on October 13, 1958. 


Workshop: Worthy of mention were the workshops conducted in May and June 
by Staff Members Bishop, Lund and McCreary. The work of the Synod was presented 
by all staff members in one program. This replaced workshops in preceding years 
which normally were devoted to one aspect of Synod’s program at a time. 


Congregation Mergers: The impending merger of ULCA and three other Lutheran 
bodies seems to have encouraged similar movements involving local congregations. At 
Butte, Montana, United is negotiating with Emanuel, Augustana. At Walters, Min- 
nesota, Faith is negotiating with St. John’s, ALC. At St. Paul, Ascension is talking 
merger with a neighboring ALC congregation. At Alden, Minnesota, conversations 
have held between Grace and an AELC congregation. 


Carthage College Board. By action of the Board of Directors of Carthage College 
the number of members on the Board has been increased to 52. Fourteen are to be 
elected by our Synod. This marks an increase of 8. This is to be taken as an indica- 
tion of the increasing responsibility of the Northwest Synod in the management of 
Carthage College. It matches the promise of the second campus in Kenosha. 

Special Speakers. Dr. Leonard Kendall, president of Lutheran Minnesota Confer- 
ence, Augustana Church, will speak at the ‘Tuesday evening banquet of the convention. 
His appearance with us reciprocates the invitation of the Minnesota Conference to 
President Bishop to preach at its annual convention April 7, 1959. 

Chaplain for our convention is the Rev. B. J. Stecker, Our Saviour’s Church, 
Fond du Lac, Wisconsin; veteran servant of the Lord in the best sense of that word. 

Preacher at the Ordination Service will be the Rev. J. J. Raun, Ph.D., Professor 
of Dogmatics at Northwestern Seminary since 1938; Dean of the Seminary : and 
ready to retire on Sept. 1, 1959, according to his announcement. 


The Hymnal: Congregations have indicated current practices as follows: 86 use 


the Service Book and Hymnal, first setting; 14 use the Service Book and Hymnal, 


second setting; 52 use the Common Service Book. Four of those reporting use of 
the second setting reported also use of the first setting. It is apparent that cost has 
been one factor influencing the decision about the new Service Book and Hymnal, 
but not the only one. That two-thirds of Synod’s congregations are using the new 
hymnal demonstrates worthy cooperation in this movement toward one service for 
all Lutherans in America. 


Official Acts: Since the 1957 convention of the Synod the president has been in 
contact with 85 congregations through the following activities: Dedications 7; con- 
gregational meetings 8; installations 5; funerals of pastors 2; council meetings 31; 
sermons 40; addresses 29; workshops 4; ordination 1. Meetings of the Board of 
Carthage College, the Board of Northwestern Seminary, all conferences, were attended. 
The council of Synodical Presidents in Cleveland and numerous Tallies and committee 
meetings connected with LEAF were also attended. 


Ten Years. In returning the presidency to the Synod at tH® conclusion of three 
terms it is assumed that a ten-year summary will not be taken amiss. Of strong interest 
is the number of people who have become partners—'‘fellow citizens with the saints’’ 
—in ten years in our Synod. Baptized membership went from 92,174 in (1948 to 
147,239 in 1958, a 60% gain. Confirmed membership went from 63, 768 in 1948 
to 95,468 in 1958, a 53% gain. Communing membership went from 52,233 in 
1948 to 79,440 in 1958, a 52% gain. This you have done in the churches under the 
blessing of God. 

More than 30 congregations have been added to the roll of Synod; as well as 60 
pastors. This is the decade when ministers could qualify for Social Security. As a 
result more than the usual namber of pastors are on the retirement list. 

In benevolence the decade saw general benevolence go from $341,949 to $1,018, 596: 
and total benevolence from $571,440 to $1,568,748. For every advance spiritual 
and material we are bound to thank God. That was the theme in the 60th anniversary 
in 1951, and deserves remembrance as Synod looks to its 70th in 1961.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


NORTHWESTERN LUTHERAN THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY, 
MINNEAPOLIS, MINNESOTA 


The May 1, 1958, meeting of the board took official recognition of three particular 
events. One was the passing of President Emeritus Jonas H. Dressler, who had served © 
the seminary with great devotion since 1925. Another was the passing of student 
- Albert Pugner, from St. James congregation at Marinette. A third was a message of 
appreciation expressed to the Rev. Dr. Gunnar Hillerdal for the high quality of service 
rendered as a guest professor from Lund, Sweden. 

The resignations from the board tendered by the Rev. H. T. Rasmussen, D.D., and 
the Rev. P. L. Roth were received with regret and with deep appreciation for the 
service rendered by these men. At the same time, the board welcomed the appointee 
_ replacements at the annual meeting on September 25th, namely, the Rev. Charles Puls, 
D.D., and the Rev. R. Bertram Reed. 

In pursuance of the action of the 68th annual convention of the Synod of the 
Northwest, ““That the seminary board be authorized to purchase a suitable site for 
possible use in the development of a unified campus and that no further action be 
taken until authorized by the Synod,” the seminary board is pleased to report that 
such a piece of property has been purchased. On June 13, 1958, the executive com- 
mittee of the board met to review four prospective sites, after which it recommended 
the purchase of the L. V. Franklin property at Nicollet Avenue South at 104th 
Street, consisting of approximately 17 acres, at a price of $55,000. This recom- 
mendation was adopted at the meeting of September 25, 1958. 

The resignation of Dr. James J. Raun, professor of systematic theology and dean 
of the seminary, was accepted at the September 25, 1958, board meeting, to be effec- 
tive August 31, 1959. Recognition was made of his long and distinguished service 
as professor since 1938. The seminary board joins with the Alumni Association in 
the special honor to be given to Dr. Raun at their banquet held in conjunction with 
the 69th annual Synod convention. The board is presently at work seeking to find 
a worthy successor to him at the earliest opportunity. 

During the year 1958, the rank of ‘“‘Professor’’ was awarded to Doctors David 
Belgum, George M. Bass and Dorris A. Flesner. At the May 1, 1958 meeting, the Rev. - 
R. A. Bartels was raised to the position of “Associate Professor."” These advancements 
were made in recognition of the quality of service rendered and also by fulfillment of 
tenure. 

The seminary board is sincerely thankful to God for His rich blessings which He 
continuously provides our synod’s seminary. We solicit the prayers of our pastors 
and people that this may continue in the future and that this institution, dedicated 
to the preparation of men for the ministry, will ever serve the church of Jesus Christ 


in this way.

REPORT OF NORTHWESTERN LUTHERAN 
THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


In gratitude to Almighty God for His signal blessings, His faithful presence, and 
His provident guidance, Northwestern Seminary completes another year of service to 
the Church in which it has again experienced the loyal and generous support of our 

pastors and people. 

During the year we have had 72 students suiretied from 26 different colleges und 
universities and 4 seminaries. There were 14 seniors, 22 middlers, and 30 juniors. Of 
the total enrollment, 35 came from the congregations of the Synod of the Northwest, 
20 from other ULCA synods, 13 from other Lutheran general bodies, and 4 from 
other denominations. Six students have been interning during the year. In the student 
body there were 43 married students and 29 single students. 

On May 15, 1959, 12 seniors will be graduated. At the time of the writing of 
this report the faculty has approved and recommended to the Board the awarding of 
the degree of the Seminary or the certificate in theology contingent upon the successful 
completion of third quarter studies to the faltasting seniors: |

Special visitors were: The Rev. Merle Franke and Dr. Karl Henry, ULCA Board 
of American Missions; Richard Sutcliffe.e ULCA Department of PRT; Dr. Earl S. 
Erb and the Rev. Fred Neudoerffer, ULCA Board of Foreign Missions; the Rev. 
Arthur Bauer, ULCA Luther League; and Dr. Alvin Rogness and Dr. Fred Norstad of 

Luther Seminary. 
The Synodical LEAF program necessitated a students-only Convocation this year, 
but one which was singularly good. The lecturers were Dr. George Mendenhall of 
the department of Near East Studies of the University of Michigan and Dr, Granger 
_ Westberg of the Federated Faculty of the University of Chicago. 


There was’ no change in the operational staff of the seminary during the year. 
Much gratitude for loyal service has been earned by these faithful helpers. 


The Seminary choir enjoyed one of its most successful years under the leadership 
of Dr. Lund and had an eminently fine tour. Academic credit (on a new basis ap- 
proved by the faculty) is now given students who participate in the choir. 

Effective at the close of this school year the Seminary Bookshop will be operated 
under joint faculty-student management with the prospects of more ashes a 
being offered students. | | 
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A cause of keen regret to the entire Seminary, Board, Faculty and student body, is 
the retirement at the close of this school year of Dr. James J. Raun. Dr. Raun came 
to the Seminary from St. Mark’s Church, San Francisco, in the then California Synod 
in 1938, and has taught continuously since that time, He has occupied the chair of 
Systematics, and has served as Dean since 1950. Esteemed and loved by all, he will 
be keenly missed from the Seminary scene. His colleagues and students wish him and 
a Raun many years of happiness and contentment, and pray God's blessings for 
them. 

If there is a note of sorrow, there should also be one of joy. And there is one 
on the horizon: that Carthage College has taken recognition of the pedagogical 
abilities and churchly contributions and interest of Professor William Cooper over a 
period of many years with the word that this able teacher will be awarded the degree 
of Doctor of Divinity this spring by the College. 

The Women’s Auxiliary of the Seminary has again magnificently and generously 
contributed to the Seminary during the year. New robes for the choir were provided, 
and a host of incidentals adding to student well-being were afforded. Mrs Lyman 
Peterson, Salem, Minneapolis, has served as president.

endowment and the expansion of the facilities, and 

WHEREAS, the 1958 convention of the Synod of the Northwest authorized the 
seminary board ° ‘to purchase a suitable site for possible use in the development of a 
unified campus,’ and 

WHEREAS, it is confidently expected that proceeds from Synod’s Lutheran Educa- 
tion Advance Fund will accrue to the Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary 
before the 1960 convention of the Synod; 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED: | 
1. That the English Evangelical Lutheran Synod or the Nonidet authorize and 
direct the Board of Directors of Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary to pay 
from the proceeds of L.E.A.F. the full amount of the cost, $55,000.00, far the 
acquisition of 20 acres, more or less, in Bloomington, Minnesota, to be held for a 


possible future Seminary campus site as authorized by the English Evangelical Lutheran 


Synod of the Northwest at its 1958 convention, and until further action by Synod 
at a future convention. | 
2. That the English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest authorize 


- and direct the Board of Directors of Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary to 
set aside in a separate fund to be invested at the direction of the Board of Directors 


by its Finance and Investment Committee all further proceeds accruing from L.E.A.F. 
to Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary before May 15, 1960, and until 
further action by the Synod. 

On separate MOTIONS. each resolution WAS ADOPTED. 

Pastor Rees reported the results of the second ballot for the election of a president. 
There was no election. The convention proceeded to the third ballot. 
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Pastor Shannon, in concluding the Report of the Seminary Board, called attention 
to the recent death of Mr. David Archie, one of its members, and expressed the sym- 
pathy of the Board and the convention to his family. 

A rising vote of appreciation and hearty applause was accorded Dr. James J. ‘Rana, 
retiring Seminary professor and dean.

December, 1958, to May, 1959 
REPORT OF THE SYNODICAL PASTOR CHAIRMAN 


“Truly, I say to you, if you have faith as a grain of mustard seed, you will say to 
this mountain, ‘move hence to yonder place,’ and it will move; and nothing will be 
impossible to you.’’ Matt. 17:20. It is the age-old lesson of the power of faith, 
which we learn with such reluctance, that has been dramatically taught to us once 
again through the eminent success of the LEAF campaign. God spoke to us through 
His church. We responded with expressions of doubt and considerable timidity (your 
chairman not the least), but God will have His way and now the impossible shall be. 
done. The mountain will be moved from Carthage to Kenosha... ““O the depths 
of the riches and wisdom and knowledge of God! How unsearchable are his judgments 
and how inscrutable his ways! .. . For from him and through him and to him are all 
things. To him be glory forever. Amen.” Romans 11. 


We shall review statistical data, shortly, attesting to the financial success of the 
campaign. It may well be, however, that the unmeasurable, intangible increments of 
our concerted effort will prove to be of the most lasting value—pastoral and lay 
leadership has been developed, congregations have been drawn closer together, we have 
all become more aware of our synodical partnership, our strength has surprised us all 
as we have flexed our muscles in this task, stewardship has grown to proportions more 
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worthy of the concept, Carthage College and Northwestern Seminary have become 
household words among families who were but dimly, if at all, aware of them before. 
We couldn’t have conceived of a better recruiting program for these schools. These 
are but a few of the added benefits of what was fundamentally a funds drive. 

The total amount of money raised for LEAF in gifts and pledges stands at 
$1,804,184. 120% of the million and one-half goal at the time of this writing. 
This total is not static as reports are still being received. Several uncommitted churches 
have declared their intention to conduct delayed campaigns. As related items of interest 


we might record that the Kenosha Community has reached about $670,000 in its 


drive toward a goal of $750,000. The civic leaders have publicly declared that a 
victory will be achieved before ground is broken for the first buildings of the new 


campus. Reliable sources report that both ey Wartburg and Illinois Synods have 


reached their goals. 


A breakdown of the synodical total shows i the Western Conference contributed 
$110,850, which is 105% of their quota. The Central Conference contributed 
$392,460, which is 60% of their quota. The Wisconsin Conference contributed 
$1,300,874, which is 119% of their suggested goal. 141 of the 164 churches of 
the synod participated in the campaign to some degree. 82 of these have either equalled 
or exceeded their suggested a a We would like very much to read the honor roll, 
but time forbids. 


The achievements of wakh churches as Our Saviour’s, Box Elder, Montana, 
that gave 452% of its goal, and the mission church, St. Mark’s of Neenah, Wisconsin, 
that gave 650% of its goal have inspired us all. Many, many others have had stirring 
experiences and thrilling results. These have been amply reported, through the cam- 
paign bulletins, and Mrs. Chandler will be distributing ‘‘Achievement Awards’’ to each 
church having reached the suggested goal assigned by the Steering Committee. Of the 
15 areas in the synodical campaign, area No. 7, Chairman, the Rev. Charles Burmeis- 
ter, exceeded its goal by the highest percentage—52%. 


As to the expenses of the LEAF campaign, the old adage, ‘‘it takes money to a 
money still prevails. Total expense will not exceed 6 to 6144 % of the receipts, 
however, which by all standards should be an entirely acceptable figure. 


What of the future? LEAF is not over. A Lutheran Education Advance Fund | 


has simply been established by our massive effort. Each of us now must feel the 
moral obligation of realizing the pledges and gathering in the funds. The Executive 
Committee of Synod is establishing a continuing LEAF committee to follow through 
on this matter of collection. Our professional fund counsellors have left us detailed 
instructions which will be of help. In the cases where congregational pledges were 
made we know that the people of these churches will regard such pledges as inviolable 
and that they are as good as money in the bank. 


We wish to close this report with expressions of gratitude. We can never cease 
thanking Our Lord for having crowned our efforts with success, and permitting the 
ushering in of what we believe will be a new day for Christian Higher Education in 
this segment of His Church. The Steering Committee under Dr. Bishop has charted 
a true course. My co-chairmen, Mrs. William Chandler and Mr. Arthur Grede, cannot 
be sufficiently lauded for their positive, unstinting leadership. Mrs. Chandler charmed 
us all, Art Grede was truly the work-horse of the campaign, laboring day and night, 
soliciting 50 thousand here and 25 thousand there. We pause here to give an unsolicited 
testimonial to the high caliber of service provided for us by the firm of Ward, Dresh- 
man and Reinhardt. The campaign directors assigned to us, Harold Treash, Gerald Dis- 
ney, and Thomas Redmon, impressed us all by their genuine interest and concern, as 
well as by their professional competence. The trinity of leaders—pastor, layman, 
and laywoman—in each echelon of the campaign organization—conference, area, and 
local congregation—also command our unstinting praise. For every committeeman, 
every chairman, every solicitor, every contributor, we thank God. You are building 
with Christ! |

It is gratifying, Mr. President, to join with the wilied synodical co-chairmen of © 


the Lutheran Education Advance Fund in confirming to this convention of Synod 
the reports dated May 4, and May 11-12, 1959, already widely circulated, showing 
that pledges totaling $1,610,133—-107% of the Synod’s goal of $1,500,000— 
had been received, May 3, on schedule, and that 120% of the goal, or a grand total 
of $1,804,184 had been subscribed by May 12. Both report bulletins are appended 
hereto. 

Pledges continue to flow into the L.E.A.F. office. As of yesterdey, the total pledged 
has risen to $1,809,743 of which pledges aggregating $1,669,863 from 121 con- 
gregations have been confirmed by actual audit at L.E.A.F. headquarters, and $139,880 
reported by 21 congregations has not yet been confirmed. There is every assurance 
that these signed pledges will be received and that the audit is not likely to disclose any 
wide discrepancies. 

8,000 or more signed pledge cards have been audited. There are thousands more 
to be checked. 

Early reactions indicated apprelggnsion and doubts. There was skepticism in many 
quarters that the total could be underwritten within the scheduled time; questions 
whether there would be the necessary response because of many recent appeals for 
money. But throughout the L.E.A.F. campaign, it has seemed that we could feel 
the Hand of the Holy Spirit upon this project. _ 

Our informative and inspiring synodical assembly in February—raising our thoughts 
and hearts to new heights—and then the ready response of the Conference and Area 
Chairmen, who have worked with such dedication—Pastor, Layman and Laywoman— 
hand in hand together as a unified team. 

Let us give quick recognition for a task exceedingly well done to those campaign 
leaders, not all of whom are present today. 


In the Western Conference which reached 105 J of its goal Conference leaders 


were: Mr. T. E. Stump, Mrs. H. Lohof and ” Rev. Eugene Hasselquist. 
Central Conference leaders were: Mr. J. J. Raun, Jr., Mrs; T. S. Rees and the 
Rev. Geo. H. Gerberding. 
Wisconsin Conference leaders were: Mr. T. W. Terry, Mr. A. T. Miller, Mrs. 
L. G. Cloninger and the Rev. I. B. Kindem. _ 


Congregations are urged to promptly list all pledges and payments and send them 


to Synod treasurer, Walter Helwig. As of this date, 142 of 164 churches in the Synod 
participated in the campaign of which 22 churches are underwriting all or part of their 
~w with congregational pledges totaling $179,040.00, 137 aggregating $160,069 are 
confirmed. 

The amount pledged to date should amply cover the campaign expenses; estimated 
to be about 6% of the total, the cost of central collection of pledges by the Synod 


treasurer's office, provide for any shrinkage, and still provide more than $1,500,000 net 


for distribution to Carthage College and Northwestern Seminary. 

Campaigns in some of the congregations have not been completed and are still under 
Way. Within the next 33 months, pledges from these and other sources could bring 
the total to $1,900,000. 

We have received word this morning that the Illinois Synod’s campaign for 
$1,500,000 has now reached a total of $1,802,256, of which $750,000 is for 
Carthage College, Kenosha. 

Another significant aspect—with the exception of the first gift of $5.00 received 
by Mrs. Viola Chandler from Moon Mullen, Athletic Director of Marquette University, 
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a ten dollar gift from one of our casting salesmen, ten dollars from a friend of ours— 
all Catholics—and five dollars from a Missouri Synod pressman who printed the 
pledge cards. To the best of my knowledge, all other contributions came from mem- 
bers of churches of our own Synod, except $1,000 from a Presbyterian and the one 
$50,000 gift from a man who was baptized in the Wisconsin Synod, and — 
to be a Lutheran but is not a church member. 

Three members, one including his family, have contributed $25,000. There were 
a number of $10,000 gifts; many of $5,000, $4,000, $3,000, $2,000, to give 
the vital spark of inspiration that raised the sights of the large number of givers. 

Again and again we have seen that when these special gifts were secured, many others 
responded with an exceptional level of giving. _ 

Truly, we have had the benefit of great talent and good leadership in the Confer- 
ences, the areas, and in most of the congregations. 

Mr. Malcolm Mitchell of Our Saviour’s Church, Box Elder, Montana, would you 
please stand with Pastor Dehaan? 

Mr. Mitchell, as we stood on the threshold of the campaign, word reached us that 
the members of your church had over-subscribed its goal by 452%. This news gal- 
vanized the entire Synod—and we want to recognize you for your consecrated and 
courageous leadership in accomplishing this astounding result with the encouragement 
of Pastor Dehaan. Please greet all of your members and extend to them the apprecia- 
tion and respect of all of us for this evidence of their practicing Christian stewardship. 
Many pastors and laymen have told us, ‘“This LEAF campaign is the best thing 
that has happened to our local church.’ A victorious campaign for the ongoing work 
of the church at large invariably stimulates closer unity, a greater interest in the whole 
church as well as the local congregation, and develops confidence in its ability to scale 
any heights of accomplishment for the causes of Christ’s church. 

Several congregations having just completed extensive building programs were 
fearful until one or more challenging gifts were secyged which inspired them to pro- 
ceed to victory. 

Then there were the new mission churches like St. Mark’s in Neenah with a goal 
ed $5 i where Pastor Luhn inspired his members to subscribe $3, 200—-650 % of 

goa 
_ Also the church without a pastor which accepted its goal, started its campaign be- 
fore his arrival, and then surpassed its goal. 

Some have felt there has been an added spirit of Christian bénevolence; others have 
referred to a new high level of practical cooperation. Certainly inter-church fellowship 
has increased; and there are many members of our congregations who have savored the 
joy of service in an important cause of the Church. If there has been new-found

_ Note: The few churches handling their own collections should also send a letter 
to all subscribers periodically, giving informal news about progress of LE AF. 


3. Memorials. 


Be alert for opportunities to announce news of Memorial gifts as soon as informa- 
tion is available from the College. It is not too late for local churches to request 
church memorial units. | 


4. Continuing Financial Support 


Make no apology for the continuing financial needs of your institutions. It is then 
for such institutions to require subsidy for annual operation, and the present annual 


support now regularly provided must be maintained without shrinkage during the pay- 


ment period for capital funds. Be ready to interpret the ongoing financial needs of 


your College and your Seniinary frequently. Rejoice in the oversubscription; every 


extra dollar can be spent properly and wisely. Furthermore, now is a good time to 
begin suggesting special gifts through bequests, grants, and other gifts, for scholarships, 
faculty salaries, research, and general subsidy. _ | 


5. Success Shows Financial Strength. 


Accept your success in LEAF as evidence of congregational financial strength. 


Move with confidence into other financial projects; make no automatic assumption — 


as to how long other causes should wait, based on obligations to LE AF alone. This 


applies especially to annual every- -member canvass. Develop a good plan similar to 
the Plan of Campaign used in this effort, and follow it faithfully, and in most cases, 


_ you can succeed better for having supported Lutheran Education Advance Fund. 


6. Student Recruitment. 


Send your most promising youth to Carthage. Work at this systematically, and 
you can make your new college great. Carthage will not belong solely to Kenosha, or 
to Wisconsin—not if it is to be a great church college. Distance need not block you 
from sending your leading young people from all congregations in the Synod; we 
must remind ourselves that today’s student regards accessibility as a far more impor | 
tant consideration than distance when he chooses his college. | 
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How fine it would be if you would organize student recruiting committees all over 
your Synod who, in cooperation with your college, would be as aggressive as most 
active alumni associations in persuading your best high school talent to apply for 
admission to Carthage! Lay plans now to make certain that when the new doors first 
swing open at Kenosha, there will be waiting on the threshold a full Freshman class 
of the top-ranking Lutheran students of this territory. Let this class be composed of 
your most able and committed young people. Demonstrate how the Church can use 
your college for the development of future church men and women. What an impact 
you will create in just a few years! Visualize the first graduating class just six years 
from now, representative leading young men and women from churches throughout 
this Synod, a number of them going on to your Seminary, and others elsewhere for 
advanced study, but all reflecting the influence of four years on your own Lutheran 
campus! 

You cannot afford to leave this to chance. Although colleges will be crowded, 
superior students will find numerous college doors open to them. You must win these 
superior students for your own Carthage! |

REPORT OF CARTHAGE COLLEGE 


On both the fronts which Synod has now authorized for Christian Higher Education, 
Kenosha and Carthage, Carthage College is making noticeable progress. Litigation, 
Originated by a disgruntled real estate dealer and which hung over the Kenosha campus 
for some months, was dissipated by a court ruling in favor of the College. Plans are 
now im progress to create on the beautiful lake front park one of America’s most 


attractive college campuses. An overall campus plan designed by experienced architects 


designating all buildings needed in the next generation, has been approved by the 
Board of Trustees. Detailed plans of individual buildings are now being prepared. 
This report, written just as the four campaigns among the college constituencies are 
being launched, can only state that there is widespread enthusiasm for the project and 
already nearly $100,000 in advance gifts have materialized. — 

On the Carthage campus enrollment this past fall reached nearly 500, practically 
our maximum capacity. A few more commuting students can be accommodated, but 
each year now the number of applicants turned away will increase. 

Possibly the finest faculty ever, and for sure the best in the past several decades, is 
now assembled at Carthage College. Figures released by the North Central Association, 
the key accrediting body, revealed that Carthage stands in, the 67th percentile among 
all accredited ee in the Midwest in the matter of total teaching. staff who hold 
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an earned doctorate. We are in the 98th percentile in the nieciiieia of teaching staff 
(after doctorates have been substracted ) who hold a Master’s degree. The College has 
established an excellent record in the number of our own graduates who have earned 


Doctor’s degrees in the universities. 


The College has ranked among the highest in the percentage of Illinois Scholarship 
Commission winners who have chosen Carthage as their first choice. 


- For the first time in the present administration the College had a slight deficit at 


the close of the fiscal year. This was due to the expenditure of funds for the improve- 
ment of the Student Union. The improvement has been striking and has meant much 
in building student morale as well as helping the campus to make a more attractive 
impression on visitors. During the present school year it is going to be difficult to 
balance the budget since the double apportionment year has curtailed to some extent 
the income from the church, and continued inflation, along with the need to increase 
faculty salaries, greatly adds to the College’s expenditures. 

Christian Higher Education is costly. We have to face boldly that fact. On ithe 
other hand, we cannot estimate the good which our dollars bring in return to the 
church: through its youth as we provide a program of higher education under Christian 
auspices. Carthage College is a recruiting ground for our seminaries and is aiding in 
the procurement of the necessary personnel to man the churches on the territory. We 
are seeking constantly to develop laymen with proper commitment to their church, 
with devotion and loyalty to it, so that as they go back into their home community 
they strengthen the arm of the pastor and work in the local congregation. There can 
be little doubt but that the synods on this territory are strong in large measure because 
of what the church college, established in their midst through the past nearly one 
hundred years, has contributed to their lifeblood. 


The support of the Synod has been generous and for this your College is much | 


_ appreciative. At the same time we must ask for continued increases in your giving in 
order to make it possible for our Lutheran College to advance. 

While our College is outstanding in a comparison with other colleges in the North 
Central Association ratings on such items as faculty, library, etc., we are extremely low 
in the matter of faculty salaries. These will have to be doubled in the course of the 
next half dozen years and to do so, a tremendous additional income is required. 
Tuition charges will be increased $40 per semester beginning in Steptember, 1959, but 
this will provide for salary increases for only one year. 

College finances are drained by the large amount of college aid that is granted 
through congregational scholarships and numerous others. The amount spent in the 

current budget for all these scholarships is in excess of $60,000. Since these are not 


endowed, they must be provided out of the current fund at a great handicap. At 


present a study is underway to see to what extent these scholarships may be curtailed. 
We will have to have the sympathetic understanding of the church in the final results 
of this study. 

Carthage College was selected as a testing center for the Illinois State Scholarships 
for high school seniors in this area and by Science Research Associates for the adminis- 
tration of the Navy College Aptitude Test. Carthage College is also a center for the 
administration of tests sponsored by the Personnel Laboratory in Chicago, Illinois. 

Our freshman orientation program is undergoing continued enlargement and im- 
provement. All hazing has been banned and numerous lectures and training periods 
added. These deal with such subjects as the spiritual values of a church college, the 
meaning of a liberal education, a proper planning of the use of time, proper dress, 
table etiquette, vocational planning, etc. 

The president of the College, at the time of the writing of this report, is launching 


a program aimed at deepening and intensifying Christian faith and life at Carthage 


College. Its purpose is to challenge the faculty and student body to deepen their religious 
knowledge and motivation. It is rooted in theology and calls for a wise blending of the 
academic and religious. It is based on the assumption that at a Christian college every 
teacher should know the fundamentals of theology, even though he is not a theologian, 
in order to give the proper slant to the teaching of his particular subject. He should 
see the search for truth as a search for God, since all truth is a part of God. He should 
strive to be an evangelist primarily through his Christian life and faith, in the direc- 
tion of those who are inspired by his teaching. The courses in religion are being 
reviewed in the hope that, beyond acceptable academic standards, they will achieve two 
goals. One is to lead all students to an appreciation of the Bible as the Word of God, 
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a rich and unfailing source of wisdom, courage, comfort and lights. The other is to 
lead all students to an acceptance of Christ as a Lord of. Life and a personal Saviour to 
— they gladly commit their whole life, whether full time church worker or devoted 
ayman. 

One of today’s greatest historians has pointed to the fact that nineteen of twenty-one 
past civilizations have died from within. At their demise no bands were playing, 
no dramatic battles were waged. They expired quietly as the ultimate result of the 
slow rot of silent character deterioration. There are abundant signs in today’s civiliza- 
tion that our own culture is heading down this pathway to oblivion. What will save 
it is the type of contribution a really strong and true Christian college can make. 

Carthage College expresses to the Synod, its officers, its pastors and its members 
deep appreciation for every help that you have given materially and spiritually. We 
seek your prayers on our behalf that your Church College may fulfill its calling in our 
age to serve the church's youth, both mentally and morally.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
PARISH EDUCATION. 


Milton A. Haker, Chairman 


The committee met three times during the year. Pastor George Gerberding, who 


was elected President of Central conference and a member of the Board of Parish 
Education, ULCA, resigned as chairman of the committee, but retains his membership. 
Pastor Franklin C. Heglund, who moved out of synod, was replaced by Pastor Robert 
B. Anderson. 

The year 1959 is being used as a period of evaluation, during which the gains of 
Parish Education Year are being consulidated. .One of our meetings was with leaders 
of the Luther League, as a follow-up of the Yeasmen program. Our committee met 


with the Rev. J. Wm. Wahl who reviewed with us the entire program of the Board 


of Parish Education as well as our synodical work. 


The Christian Growth series for Seniors is now being revised and when this is’ 


completed the entire course will have been revamped. 
The Long Range Program is proceeding through the stages of Research and Planning, 
but no general public announcement is ready at this time. The final draft including 


the outline of all curricular materials should be completed by mid-1960. Meanwhile 


the research findings and general plans are available at nominal cost from the Philadel- 


phia office. 
Among specific projects being studied are the merging of our Parish School maga- 


zine with the Augustana Church School Teacher; the merger of our Luther Life with 
the Walther League Messenger and One magazine of ALC-ELC; a new translation of 


Luther's Small Catechism along with a new manual. 
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Our committee has authorized Dr. Lund to continue the production of the excellent 
Camp courses he has previously outlined. It was decided to merge the Sower with 
the Parish Education letter and to mail the new publication to Sunday Schools: in 
quantity rather than to mail individually. The Call will be mailed to a selected list. 


Our committee is now organized so that each member in addition to his portfolio is 


responsible for keeping in touch with auxiliaries in his conference. He reports their 
rte Se and activities to us, and we offer his services to the organizations for 
counse 

One of the projects we are currently promoting is Adult Bible study. We aim to 
promote Bible study until there is at least one organized study group in every congrega- 
tion. To assist we are prepared to supply courses which have been successfully used. 
Pastor James Wilch is in charge of this department. | 

Successful Lay Schools of Theology were conducted in the Twin Cities and Mil- 
waukee, also one night schools in other centers of synod. Total registration was 1, 174. 
The lake camps have expanded their facilities, including a chapel in Minnesota and 
a Recreation lodge in Wisconsin. Reports reaching us from Church School and Luther 
League conventions show growth in numbers and interest. A new trend is the alternat- 
ing of Girls for Christian Service retreats: with Men for the Ministry at both Minn. 


and Wis. camps. 


A sub-committee is studying the possibilities of refresher courses for pastors. 

Our committee notes with satisfaction the publication by Muhlenberg Press of a 
book of sermons ‘‘Have a Good Day,’ authored by Dr. John Rilling. 

Our committee welcomes suggestions from pastors and leaders samaiie of ideas for 
strengthening the total program of Parish Education. 

We have appended the reports of auxiliaries.

PINE LAKE

‘Celebration Time in Fifty-Nine’’ is the slogan for the 30th Anniversary of Church 


Camping among the United Lutherans of Wisconsin. Just. thirty years ago, several 
Milwaukee area pastors under the inspired leadership of the Rev. Lloyd Steckel rented 


_ the Bible Institute facilities at Green Lake, Wisconsin, for a week or two each year to 


conduct a camp that would serve primarily as a Sunday School Teachers’ Institute. 


For eighteen years we enjoyed the inspiration and fellowship of this camp, but unfortu- 


nately the rented facilities limited our activities and growth. For years we talked and 
prayed about a camp of our own where we could bring the youth of the church 
together.’ Several noble attempts were made to secure such a camp but it was not until 
April 14, 1947, that the Conference assembled at the Black and White Cafe in Wautoma 
voted to purchase the Bradley Point property on Pine Lake in Waushara County for 
the sum of $36,000. It offered us a lodge and five cottages, plus 27 acres of land. 


It would take at least $60,000 to purchase the land and erect the necessary buildings 


to meet the needs for a Bible Camp. The Conference treasurer reported that we had 
exactly $1,000 in the bank, but faith cast out fear that day and Conference voted 
to go ahead. In 1948 we operated our first camp on a very limited basis. As we 
enter our 12th year of camping, we lift our Prayers of Thanksgiving to God for His 
abundant blessings. 

In 1958 over 1,900 campers and staff ential attended Pine Lake, and the camp 


managers, Mr. and Mrs. Ed Winsor, report receipts for 1958 as follows: $25,983 © 


for registrations; $4,747 from the canteen; $1,521 from campers’ offerings. The 


profits from the operation of the camp are used to reduce the old mortgages and — 


repair, maintain, and improve our buildings and equipment. 
By action of the Conference, the weekly rate will be $17.50 during 1959. 
Treasurer Walter Dewitz reports that money continues to come in from Churches 


and Sunday Schools for the Capital Improvement Fund. As of October 1, 1958, a 


total of $11, 242 had been received for the year. This is $8,070 less than the previous 
year, but it is hoped that through the use of the new Church and Sunday School 
Offering Envelopes the $15,000 needed to complete our $50,000 goal for the Recrea- 
tional Lodge and Canteen may be accomplished in 1959. Our total assets amount to 
$141,363.00. Our indebtedness consists of $8,200 on the old mortgages, plus the 
recent $15,000 construction loan to complete our new buildings. 

From very humble beginnings our Camp has grown. Today we operate three camps 


ee the 5th and 6th grader; three camps for the Junior High; a Senior-Post High 


camp; a Family Week; a Women’s Week; a week for the Illinois Churches of the 
Wartburg Synod; a Church School and Leadership Week; a Men’s Retreat; a Girls’ 
Retreat; and on alternate years we have a “Sons for the Ministry’’ Retreat and a 
Luther League Week. Last year we had to turn away campers from some of the 


busy mid-summer weeks. 


As we grow in stature, we of the Board are convinced that we must grow in Christian 


wisdom. To this end, a special workshop was conducted during January of 1959 to- 


educate the Deans for the coming year as to their responsibility as Director of their 
week at camp. This workshop was under the direction of the Dean of Schools, the 
Rev. Charles Koester. -The Rev. Howard Knox has been appointed to the task of 
re-organizing the entire Camp Program so that it may serve our growing camps with a 


_ more direct and effective witness of a church camp. Mrs. Val Ove, working directly 


with the ULCW, has been busy in developing a “‘Girls’ Retreat.’’ Vice President Harvey 
Leiser has been busy studying means to improve the spiritual impact of both the 
Family Week and the Men’s Retreat. 

June 7, 1959, is the day set for great jubilation at Pine Lake. On this day 
Lutherans from all over the state are invited to attend the dedication of our new 
buildings. The service is set for 4:30 p.m. Representatives of Conference and the 
Northwest and Wartburg Synods will be on hand. The Dedication Address will be given 
by former Board President, the Rev. Charles A. Puls, D.D. A great day is planned 
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as we dedicate our large handsome Recreational Lodge constructed of redwood and 
stone. The dedication will also include the new Canteen and registration office adjacent 
to the Lodge. This building came about through the complete renovation of the old 
garages that stood at the center of the camp. 

In closing, we of the Board would like to express our gratitude to the Rev. Franklin 
Heglund and the Rev. Robert B. Anderson for the fine years of service they have 
rendered on the Board until their retirement this past year. We would also express 
our gratitude to Architect Alfred Siewert of Redeemer Church, Milwaukee, for the 
donation of his time and services as architect for our wonderful new buildings. Of 
course, we are ever grateful to the pastors and lay people that support the Camp through 
their attendance, their contributions and their services.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
CHURCH VOCATIONS 


The Committee has worked during the past year both to engage the interest of the 
people of our synod in church vocations, and to give support and encouragement to 
those of our synod who are now preparing themselves for full-time church service. 
Dr. Clarence Lund has acted as the executive-secretary for our committee, and most 
of our work has been done through his office. We wish to acknowledge gratefully his 
work in preparing several tracts for the “Sons for the Ministry Program,”’ and his 
work in carrying on a voluminous correspondence with candidates for church vocations, 

One of our main activities in the past year has been the “‘Sons for the Ministry 
Program,’” and these things were accomplished: | | 
|. Four “Sons for the Ministry Retreats’’ were held in the synod, with a total 

of 298 boys attending (Montana with 21 boys, North Dakota with 20 Soe 
Minnesota with 81 boys, and Wisconsin with 176 boys). 


2. With the help of many interested men, led by L. Albert Dehnel, the committee | 


was able to remember all our college students now preparing for the ministry 
with a book at Christmas time. The book was “HAVE A GOOD DAY” by 


Dr. John Rilling. We have received many notes of thanks from these boys who 


were happy to be remembered in this way by the synod. | 


3. The Seminary Choir tour, 1959, brought the program and cause of ‘‘Sons for | 


the Ministry’’ before 10 congregations of the synod. 

We wish to express our appreciation to the Wisconsin Pine Lake Camp Board for 
their action to entertain the Wisconsin “‘Sons for the Ministry Retreat’’ at the low 
cost of $1.00 per camper, and their action to use the same low cost for the “‘Church 
Vocations Retreat for Girls’’ this year. We also appreciate the action of the Wisconsin 


Brotherhood, appropriating $600 for next year's “Sons for the Ministry Retreat.” 
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Our Committee held its regular meeting at the synod offices in the fall, 1958, to 
consider applications for scholarships from seminary and pre-seminary students of our 
synod. ‘Iwenty-four such scholarships have been granted altogether, ranging from 
$155 to $400 apiece. In addition to this regular meeting, the committee has’ visited 
Carthage College and interviewed Synod of the Northwest students there. (One of 
our purposes, as a committee on Church Vocations, is to keep in touch with all the 
young men and women of our synod who are preparing for full-time church service, in 
high school, college, or other institutions of higher. learning. We hope that all pastors 
of synod will remember to report such persons to us.) 

There are, at the present, three young women of our synod who are enrolled in | 
the Deaconess Program. One young woman of the synod will graduate this spring 
from the Baltimore Motherhouse, to become a parish worker. Our synod has one 
woman who is giving her services to the church in the Deaconess AIDS’ Program. 
While we joyfully remember these persons, we pray that their numbers may increase. 

We wish to thank the many persons of synod whose interest and cooperation have

REPORT OF THE PARISH EDUCATION SECRETARY 


Teachers and leaders should ponder Moberly’s words as they teach and carry on the 
burden of Christian education: ‘The Cross is a projection on the screen of history of 


_ what takes place in the heart of God all the time.” 


Those engaged in any form of parish education are engaged in trying to understand 
how everything that they do mirrors this projection of. the Cross, and 1958 as Parish 


_ Education Year gave more people than ever before an opportunity to be thus engaged. 


|. Parish Education Year 


Parish Education Year came to a close at Albert Lea, Minnesota, when Professors — 
Bartels and Bass brought the final presentation of the Lay School Project to the people 
of Salem Church, Albert Lea. This presentation was the last of an unprecedented 
number of workshops and institutes and discussion groups held all over the Synod in 
this one year. It has been said that parish education made more strides in this one — 
year than it could have made at the regular pace in twenty. While this may be an 
exaggeration, it must be partly true that the increased number of persons active in the 
program and the larger number of churches visited must somehow have projected | 
better and further than ever the great business that God has made His own on the 
earth among His people. 

Necessarily, your Parish Education Secretary was much involved, in particular with 
the six points of emphasis determined for Parish Education Year. We wish at this 
point for the record to make some comments about each one of these points. 


1. The Introduction of the New Service Book and Hymnal. The new book was 
introduced in synod- wide workshops held in connection with other synodical 
groups on the territory. Since that time, your secretary and others have been 
engaged in workshops and introductions on the local level. We prepared charts 
and script which since that time have become a series of slides and script that — 
may be had from our office for further briefing on the meaning of the new. 
Service Book and Hymnal. Several retreats and a number of congregations have 
had the benefit of this audio-visual aid and we have,spoken a number of times | 
on this subject. Recordings of the complete liturgy are now available. 
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2. The Church School Tour. Wises than one thousand of our leaders attended 


meetings listed on our tour. Lecturers were from The Board of Parish Educa- 
tion in the person of the Rev. Lawrence Reese, the Rev. James Keyser and Miss 
Eleanore Gillstrom. We were assisted by others on our own territory: Mr. Ken- 


neth Johnson, Mrs. Warren Huttner, Sisters Janet Hoover, Ruth Hobbs and 


Vernetta Kunkle, Mrs. Bert Miller and others. 


The Family Life Night. We have no idea how many in the synod weed the 
program that we projected to promote the family as the basis of parish educa- 


tion. Many reported that they did and with considerable success. Many of these 


same churches have repeated the idea and plan to do so in the future. All of 
the literature prepared was ordered quickly and is out of print now. 


Sons for the Ministry Retreats. These were held in four conferences with an 
attendance of around 298. Deans of these retreats were the Rev. Robert Ander-- 
son in Wisconsin, the Rev. Stefan Guttormsson in North Dakota, the Rev. 

Iph Sandgren in Montana and the Rev. Lester Stine in Minnesota. Each 

reat means the gathering of many new names and of prospects for the ministry. 
t means adding names to our mailing list and to the responsibility of our 
correspondence. The average age attending retreats is 16. Boys from 12 years 
of age to 24 were in attendance. 


. Ihe Youth Project was the attempt of parish Education Year to give interest 


and enthusiasm to the gathering of all of the youth of the church into the 
Luther League program. One hundred seventeen of our churches did the work 
of research which was required in the Youth Project Workbook. These are the 
same churches that made use of the YEASmen as they were assigned to each 
church. Thirty-three men of the Synod wrote their names indelibly as sponsors 
and supporters of the program when they consented to be YEASmen (Youth 
Emissaries and Ambassadors of Synod). 

For the record we wish to report their names: The Reverends James Bartsch,

Two tributes came to our desk that we want to share with the Synod. 

The first from Richard Dordan, president of the Minnesota State Luther League: 
‘“Your eagernesseas YEASmen and the services of faith, love and interest in our 
youth program deserves the greatest amount of appreciation and thanks that 
the Minnesota Luther League can extend as we continue our service. We are 
extremely thrilled with your ‘pepping up’ of the local Luther League and its 
great challenge to cultivate the young Christian's life in faith and service to 
our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ.’’ 

And from the desk of the president of the Wisconsin State Luther League, Mr. 
Lee Huebner: ‘“‘We are happy that such skilled and dedicated laborers have 
gone out to reap the rich harvest of opportunities that present themselves in the 
area of Christian youth work. Thanking God for the new opportunities made 
possible by the YEAS program, we ask His continued blessing upon you and 
upon the Luther League as we continue to work together in this ‘unconquerable 


The Lay Schools of Theology and Leadership. A total of 1,174 persons attended 
our Lay Schools of Theology and Leadership in Minneapolis and Milwaukee 
and the one night stands held throughout the Synod. Most of these filled out 
a questionnaire that listed some 20 subjects for the marking of their interests. 
Every one of the subjects listed received a large number of votes indicating that 
there is lay interest in all of these 20 subjects. Remarkable still is the fact that 
the largest number of interest votes went to those subjects dealing directly with 
the Bible itself. 

The following were responsible for the touring of the one night stands: Profes- 


sors Robert Bartels and George Bass: Drs. R. H. Gerberding and Clarence B. 


Lund; the Reverends Ingolf Kindem, Arthur Tingley and Louis Ulrich. Pastors 
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Frederick Marks and Bertram Reed were the respective deans of the Milwaukee 
school and the Minneapolis school. The number of one night stands was 15. 
Largest attendance was at Milwaukee and Fargo. 

Preparation of the materials used for the projects in the Parish Rdecition Year 
program was largely the responsibility of the Parish Education Secretary. We were, 
however, greatly assisted by writers John Shannon in the Youth Project, Prof. Robert 
Bartels in the Lay School Project, George Gerberding in the Family Life Project, James 
Wilch in the promotion literature of the year. The Reverends Charles Koester and 
James Wilch did the initial work of setting up the assignments of the YEASmen for 
the Youth Project. Assisting in the retreats as special guest speakers were Dr. George 
McCreary, Dr. Dorris Flesner, Prof. Robert Bartels. The Rev. James Wilch also pre- 
pared literature for the retreats. : 

Many others assisted us with Parish Education Year. To all of those who consented 
to be host pastors and who carried off their assignments so beautifully we give our 
humble and hearty thanks. Without all of the cooperation of the entire Synod, we 
would not have been able to carry through so ambitious a project. We are now cur- 
rently engaged in the business of gathering up the fragments and promoting the follow- 
~ up work which we expect to pursue in the ages to come. 


ll. The Year Plus 


We now get on to the reporting of other items which were our business during the 
year. 

1. Camping. Again we prepared the theme and the manual for our Synod’s 
camps. The theme this year: The Lord Is My Shepherd. This was the fifth year 
of our five-year program in camping. We were engaged in dean’s meetings, camp board 
meetings, the camps themselves i in Montana, Minnesota and Wisconsin. These included 
the Luther League workshop in Wisconsin and the leadership retreat in Minnesota. 
We rejoiced together with the people of Minnesota in the dedication of their new chapel. 

Camping in 1959 is listed for Montana for July 19th to the 25th, the Rev. Marvin 
Lee, dean; North Dakota, July 26th to August Ist, the Rev. Eugene Hasselquist, dean; 
Wisconsin, June 5th to August 30th, Mr. Ed Winsor, registrar; Minnesota, June 6th 
to August 16th, Dr. George Bass, director. _ | 

. June 7th will see the dedication of the new recreation lodge at Pine Lake. This also 
touches off the observance of a 30th anniversary of Camping in the Synod by virtue of 
its beginnings in Wisconsin in 1929. "he Parish Education Secretary has recommended 
that this observance be held in each week of camping on Wednesday night. What was 
begun in Wisconsin 30 years ago has since spread to the benefit of all the Synod. | 

We are also engaged with the Rev. G. Wm. Genszler in the, revising of the camp — 
song book. 

2. Luther League. Besides the general work of the YEASmen program on behalf | 
of Luther League, we were at the Wisconsin Luther League Convention, the Wisconsin 
Luther League Workshop at Pine Lake, at the Minnesota. Luther League Convention 
(one day only), at executive committee meetings and the) visitation of local Luther 
Leagues. We have spent a great deal of time with Luther League workers who have come 
into the office or who have made use of correspondence. have furnished articles for 
the local papers of both the Wisconsin and the Minnesota Luther Leagues. The Luther © 
League of America Convention is announced for Ithaca, New York, August 17th to 
21st. We commend the leadership of our State Luther Leagues and urge heartier 
support for their aggressive programs. 

3. The Church Schools. In addition to outlining leadership, dates and places ; 
on the extensive Church School Tour, we carried on our work with appearances at a 
number of churches on behalf of Sunday school and Vacation school and through the 
executive committees in Wisconsin and Minnesota of the Church School Associations. 
We also took part in the Central Conference Leader’s Retreat. Numerous interviews 
and much correspondence has engaged us. We are encouraged by the increase in the 
number of the staffs of teachers and leaders who in the local church make it their busi- 
ness to meet regularly for teacher training. We are also encouraged by the number of 
parent-teacher meetings that are being held. | 
We are glad to report that the entire Christian Growth Course has now been revised, 

that the Augsburg Uniform Series is of such high quality. We are further happy to 
report our enthusiastic approval of the Vacation Church Sthool literature of the past 
several years and rejoice in the quality of literature ready for this year. The catechism 
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classes which hold so important a place in our church life are on the increase with the 
larger number of young children now attaining the age of confirmation. We are happy 
that a new translation of the catechism is being projected by ours and eight other 


parish education boards. For the first time in these five years, we are able to report a 


slight increase in the number enrolled in the Weekday school. We still urge our con- 
stituency to investigate the possibility of a Weekday school in each church. Teacher 
training institutes are being proposed for the fall season of 1959. 

4. Adult Work. The International Journal of Religious Education reports 


that 50 million adults are currently engaged in some courses in education of which 15 


million are engaged in courses of religious education. We have never more than 
scratched the surface in this field in the Synod of the Northwest, though our Lay 
Schools of Theology and Leadership give us encouragement. We suggest that our 
churches give new thought to the possibility of increased concern in the offering of 
courses in the Bible, in doctrine and leadership preparation. The past year saw your 
Secretary of Parish Education engaged in speaking to various couples’ clubs, parent- 
teachers meetings and family night groups. The Rev. James Wilch has been most 


helpful in this field as a member of our committee. 


5. Church Vocations. The Church Vocations Committee has met several times 
and with enthusiasm has been studying its job in this expanding field. A detailed 
report is being made by the chairman of this committee with which we work through | 


conferences and correspondence. The large number of students on our list makes our 


work a joy as well as a heavy responsibility. We have visited the Carthage and the 
St. Olaf campus this year and have entertained students from Carthage College on 
various weekends. We are pleased with the large number of students that come to 
us too from the state schools that surround us and who indicate their interest in 
church vocations. “The Call” is our regular contact with these young people. We 
rejoice in the new retreats for girls on behalf of church vocations. _ 

We rejoice too in the activity of LEAF, Lutheran Education Advance Fund, for 
the reason that it centers our thoughts upon the importance of our institutions of 
higher learning. To the date of this writing, Carthage College had produced 366 
ministers and 68 missionaries, as well as many other church workers and dedicated 
laymen through the years. | 

The Sons for the Ministry Program. has given us a great deal of counseling, inter- 


view and correspondence responsibility. We were much encouraged by the activity of 


Mr. L. A. Dehnel who made it possible for us to remember our Sons for the Ministry 
in college at Christmas time. After reviewing a number of books that might be sent 
as Christmas gifts to these young men, it was decided to send John Rilling’s ‘‘Have 
a Good Day.” Apparently this was a good choice as the students themselves have 
been very generous in their response. Programs on Sons for the Ministry and Church 
Vocations have been presented in a number of churches and local Luther League | 


_ Organizations, as well as at our camps. Reports on retreats have been made elsewhere. 


We wish to report, however, that retreats will be held in all four conferences again 
next year. 

The Choir_of Northwestern Lutheran Seminary has been directed and guided by 
this Parish Education Secretary under the auspices of the administration of the seminary. 
On the choir tour we met with 45 young men and presented the cause of Sons for the 
Ministry to the congregations of the 12 host churches and many others. ‘The seminary 


- and the men of the choir are to be commended for this missionary zeal as well as for. 


their program. Mr. Clarence E. Roe made the tour financially possible. Recordings of 
the home concert as sung at Holy Trinity Church, Minneapolis, are available from 
the seminary. 

6. Our Writing Ministry has been engaged in the preparation of materials for 
our regular work. In addition to this we have furnished materials for the Parish Educa- 
tion page of the Synodical Bulletin. We are grateful for the cooperation of the syhodi- 
cal editor, Dr. George McCreary, for this space and also for the opportunity that was 
af.orded in the devotional booklet, ‘““The Word in Season,”’ when for more than one 
issue we presented texts centered on the theme, “Send Out Thy Light,”’ in celebration 
of Parish Education Year. The pastors who wrote for these editions were especially 
successful in their assignments. 

We also have continued the editing of ‘“The Call, * **The Sower’” and the “Parish 
Education Letter."" ‘“The Call’’ goes to about 3,000 young people and is in reality an 


occasional letter to the young people of the church. Its theme is chiefly that of Christian 
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and church vocations, ““Ihe Sower’’ now carries also the burden of the former ‘‘Parish 
Education Letter’’ and goes to 6,000 teachers and leaders in our churches. It is 
mailed to the church school superintendents for distribution. Anna Lund gives close 
- attention to an accurate mailing list. 

7. The United Lutheran Church in America. Your Parish Education Secretary _ 
is a member of the Consulting Committee of the Worship Department of the Church. — 
He is chairman of the sub-committee on editing. His membership on this committee 
has taken him to New York three times and to the United Lutheran Church Conven- 
tion at Dayton. 

8. Literature. Your Secretary attempts to become acquainted and to review as 
many books, lesson materials and periodicals as possible. —The amount of this material 
as it comes off the regular and denominational presses of our country is staggering. 
This was brought to us recently when our synodical committee requested of Dr. S. 
White ay ifm that his staff list all new material as it comes out. The word came 
back ... ‘“‘Impossible.’” We are, however, always engaged in the listing of fine material 
that comes to our attention and have available from our office lists of good books and 
materials that ought to be in the libraries of our churches. 

9. CLAVA (Contributory Library of Audio Visual Aids) lists 475 filmstrips 
and 125 slides in its catalogue and nearly 100 churches are contributing members. 
Mrs. John Sell of our office is the efficient administrator; The Rev. Bertram Reed and 
Mrs. John Lindberg the membership and selection committee. 

10. Personal Appearances. We have made no attempt to keep track of the num- 
ber of personal conferences and appearances that we have made, nor of the amount of 
correspondence that has been involved through this fifth year of our work in the 
Parish Education Office. It may be of interest, however, to report the following: 
sermons preached, 42; installation of pastor, 1; dedication of educational building, |; 
anniversary of church, 1; dedication of church, 1; dedication of church music library 
at the seminary; Religious Emphasis Week at Carthage College ; fathers and sons ban- 
quets, 2; Seminary Wives, 1; conferences with representatives of The Board of Higher 
Education and with the Board of Parish Education; presentation at Central Confer- 
ence; presentations at President's Conferences at Oshkosh, Madison, Robbinsdale and 
Racine; Liturgical and Fine Arts Conference; Growth of City Conference. 

11. The Parish Education Committee. We wish to acknowledge the hearty co- 
operation of every member of the Synod’s committee on parish education. Each 
member is assigned a portfolio or more throughout the year and makes his own con- 
tributions to the general work of the committee. Each has been most cooperative and 
helpful to the Secretary of Parish Education. Pastors George Gerberding and Milton 


Haker have been most successful in their leadership as chairmen of this committee. We __ 


are grateful for the personally efficient office ladies who assist us at every turn. 

Again we wish to acknowledge the helpfulness and the leadership of our president, 
Dr. Paul Bishop, and Dr. George McCreary of the Stewardship Office. 

Finally, my personal thanks go to all of the members of the Synod who have 
everywhere given me and the work I represent a most hearty reception. I have now 
given to the Synod one-fifth of my total ministry of 25 years in the Parish Education > 
Office. I rejoice at the continued opportunities there are for furthering the work of 
_the church through education of the children, young people and the adults of our Synod, | 
- particularly as they honor and glorify the name of our Lord in knowledge and faith. 
The predictions of future enrollments in our church schools and young people’s work 
are frightening in as much as all of them are increasing at an unprecedented rate. 
We must hold hands with each other more firmly than ever to make sure that we 
reap the harvest for our Lord in our time. This is our constant prayer.

The Synodical Foreign Missions Committee is a promotional agency of the Board 
of Foreign Missions of the ULCA. Its activities have been as follows: 
1. It has provided the editor of the Synodical Bulletin with articles coneerning the 
work of the Board. 


2. It has provided the editor with a picture and biographical sketch of our mis- 


sionaries in order to acquaint the members of synod with those on foreign fields. 

3. A letter was mailed to all pastors, urging them to use the promotional materials 
of the Board and to accept the gifts of the Sunday School pupils for work in 
Argentina. 

Dr. Herman Gilbert, Secretary of the Board of Posten Missions, reports that in 
1958 the Synod of the Northwest contributed $4,196.60 of the $75,746.64 toward 
church camps in Japan.

y General Comments 


The accounts receivables decreased from $11,631.29 as of December 31, 1957, to 
$5,212.58 as of December 31, 1958. The decrease results from an earlier shipping 
date for the Epiphany issue in 1958 than in 1957 and improvements in the system 
for preparing invoices. 

A new system was installed on July 1, 1958, whereby shipping labels are prepared 
and entries made to the customer ledgers in one operation. It also incorporates changes 
combining postings to the cash receipts journal and customer ledgers in one operation. 
The new system, in addition to speeding-up operations, also provides for greater 
accuracy in posting to the numerous accounts involved. 

- Profits of $10,000.00 were turned over to the Northwest Synod on December 30, 
1958. It represents the earnings of the current year in the amount of $4,447.37 and of 
prior years earnings. The funds were obtained by the reduction in outstanding accounts 
receivable balances.

Developments in the Campus Ministry in the Past Year: 


Wisconsin: A second full time campys pastor (Rev. Myron Teske) and a 
full time Counselor (Miss Len Wismer) began work on the Madison campus in 


the fall of 58. The 1/3 time campus pastor in Milwaukee (Rev. Roger 


Burchett) will begin work on a full time basis in the fall of '59 at which 


time the remodelled Student Center across from the Milwaukee UW campus 
will be ready for use. Calling on students in their living units, a Commuters - 
lunch, a married couple's group, expanded non-credit course offerings, increased 


work with faculty are main developments on the Madison campus. Increased 


use of the new Student Center at Eau Claire (under Counselor Bernetta Owen)

_ schools in the state is receiving more intensive concern. A new Student Center — 


and additional part time pastoral help at Stout College in Menomonie are 
major developments elsewhere in the state. 


‘Minnesota: Dr. George Hall began work as campus pastor in the fall of ‘58 
and a great expansion in the teaching of non-credit courses, both on the 


Minneapolis campus and elsewhere in the state, is the major development. At 
least one non-credit course will be taught on every campus on which the 
Foundation has work, and it is also seeking to bring its ministry to the: nine 
junior colleges in the state. Work with Commuter students is getting increased 
attention as is work with special discipline groups and with the many inter- 
national students on the UM campus. Three campuses of the University, six 
state colleges (one in Wisconsin), and Hamline and Macalester are being 
served by this Foundation. 


North Dakota: A full time executive director (The Rev. John Schultz) 
began work in December, 1958, and under his direction the work at the smaller 


in Fargo was dedicated last fall, Conversations with administrators indicate 
an expanded teaching-for-credit program and possible Chairs-of-Religion in the 
larger colleges. Preaching, teaching, small interest and discussion groups and 
counselling are main foci. A new policy and new approaches to married students 
are being attempted. Better trained manpower and increasing funds to pay 
their salaries and building upkeep are major needs.

South Dakota and Montana: A full time Foundation director and campus 


pastor (Rev. Dwight Ellefson) began work in June, 1958, in South Dakota. 
His work at South Dakota State College consists largely of calling and coun- 
selling. A part time intern serves at U. of S. Dakota at Vermillion; other 
schools are served by local congregational staff. A student center is located in — 


Brookings. In Montana, Counselor Janet Holling will resign this summer 


and a full time pastor will be called at Montana State U. at Missoula. The 
Foundation board has also voted to call another full time pastor at Montana 
State College at Bozeman in the summer of 1960. A house, purchased in 
Missoula for a Student Center, is in use and one in Bozeman is anticipated in 
the 3rd Student Center Fund. Here, too, the teaching program is central. _ 


Comments and Recommendations: 


(2) 


Dr. Fry in his L.E.A.F. speech and Dr. Hubert Noble (Dir, NCCUSA Com- 
mission on higher education ) (The Christian Century, April 1, 1959) have 
both indicated ‘‘that the ratio of students as between public and private (includ- 
ing Christian) colleges is changing radically. Up to a few years ago, 80 of 
100 college students were in private institutions. Today 60 per cent are in 
public . . . 40 per cent in private institutions. Within a few years the ratio 
will be 80 per cent in public and 20 per cent in private institutions . . . Protes- 
tantism will be called on during the next few years to double and triple its 
already inadequate ministry to students and faculty in the burgeoning state 
institutions.’ 


In the light of this situation, a sister and neighboring Synod (Illinois) with 


only 2,200 NLC students in non-Lutheran institutions included $75,000 for 


student work in Illinois in its L.E.A.F. campaign for Carthage ($750,000) 
and Chicago Seminary ($400,000). (The Lutheran, March 18, 1959.) 

The Northwest Synod, with 26,844 NLC students tn non-Lutheran institu- 
tions now and with the possibility of this doubling and tripling in the next 
10 years designated not one penny of its L.E.A.F. funds for the campus 
ministry ! 


While every Foundation director speaks with gratitude of the Synod’s financial 
support in the past, it must be evident that present Synod support is pitifully 
inadequate for the tremendous expansion necessary to keep our present level 
of campus ministry in the face of burgeoning enrollments in state schools. 


Our committee lays this on Synod’s conscience and makes one recommendation: 


THIS COMMITTEE RECOMMENDS that the membership of this committee be 
appointed from henceforward with due regard for better geographical distribution so 
that the ministry to campuses on the whole territory of Synod may be more B sepquatels 
represented and interpreted.

Three pastors of the Synod of the Northwest have been called from among us since 
last we met in annual convention. 


| The Rev. Paul A. Feustel 
Pastor Paul A. Feustel, who ably and diligently served churches of our Synod over 


a period of thirty years, on May 21, 1958, was called by his Master to the joy of 
his Eternal Habitation. Many of the pastors of this Synod will long remember the 


earnestness and deep conviction with which it was his wont to present the ——- 
Pastor Feustel was born in Concord, Wisconsin, on February 26, 1886, the son of 


Pastor and Mrs. G. A. Feustel. There his father, a pastor of the Missouri Synod, was 


serving St. Stephen’s Lutheran Church, and there Paul was baptized as an infant. 
He was confirmed when 14 years of age in Christus Church of West Bloomfield, 
Wisconsin, 

Having completed his elementary educitions in the public school of Bloomfield and 


his high school education in Thiensville, Wisconsin, he took up the trade of painting 


and interior decorating which trade he successfully practiced for many years. 

The years did not diminish but rather strengthened the desire he had felt in his — 
youth to serve his Lord in the Christian Ministry and accordingly he set about com- 
pleting his education to that end. When he had completed the required studies in 


- Green Bay College at Green Bay, Wisconsin, he enrolled in the Northwestern Lutheran 


Theological Seminary in Minneapolis, from which he graduated in 1927. On June 
16 of that year he was ordained to the Gospel Ministry. 
His ministry began at Trinity Church, Marshfield, Wisconsin, where he streee from 


1927 to 1930. He then was called to Immanuel Church, Baileys Harbor, Wisconsin, 


where he served from 1930 to 1934. He finally served Zion Church, Horicon, Wis-— 
consin, from 1934 until the time of his retirement in 1957. 

Pastor Feustel is survived by his beloved wife, Amalia, and their daughter, Mrs. 
Earnest Zarling of Horicon, Wisconsin. | 

Pastor Feustel’s funeral service was held in Zion Church, Horicon, on May 24, 
1958. Pastor George M. Overdier, present pastor of Zion Church, was liturgist, Dr. 
Paul E. Bishop, president of synod, preached the sermon, and Dr. Amos G. Streich, a 
classmate of Pastor Feustel, delivered a tribute to him. 


The Rev. Edward R. Wicklund 


Pastor Edward R. Wicklund, who during his entire ministry was highly regarded 
throughout the Synod of the Northwest for his exceptional leadership qualities, on 
June 15, 1958, was suddenly called from among us. Pastor Wicklund had com- 
pleted terms of service both as president of the Central Conference and as president of the 
Wisconsin Conference. He had given more than forty years of active service in the 
parish ministry, and in his retirement was serving the churches of the Swanburg- 
Crosslake parish until the time of his death. 

Pastor Wicklund was born in East Union, - Minnesota, on January 17, 1892. He 
was baptized as an infant in East Union Lutheran Church of the Augustana Synod. 
His family having later changed its place of residence, he was confirmed in the Nor- 
wegian Lutheran Church of Windom, Minnesota. 

Having completed his elementary education in Bengham Lake and his high school 
education in Windom, Minnesota, he entered St. Olaf College from which he graduated 
in 1913. He then taught in the high school at Litchfield, Minnesota, for one year, 


after which he entered the Mt. Airy Lutheran Theological Seminary in Philadelphia, 


Pennsylvania, to study for the ministry. He graduated from the Seminary in 1917 


and on June 6 of the same year at the convention of the Synod of the Northwest, 


was ordained a Minister of the Gospel. 
Churches which he served full time as pastor were Faith Church, Winona, Minne- 


“gota, from 1917 to 1920, Richfield Church, Minneapolis, from 1920 to 1929, St. 


John’s Church, Oshkosh, Wisconsin, from 1929 to 1951, and St. Andrew's Church, 
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Mahtomedi, Minnesota, from 1951 to the time of his retirement in 1957. Following 
retirement he was serving as supply pastor in Swanburg and Crosslake, Minnesota. | 

Pastor Wicklund is survived by his beloved wife, Mabel, and their three sons, the — 
Rev. Wilbur E. Wicklund of St. John’s Church, Council Bluffs, lowa, John S. Wick- 
lund of Washington, D. C., and David A. Wicklund of Neenah, Wisconsin. : 

The funeral service for Pastor Wicklund was held in St. Andrew's Church, Mah- 
tomedi, on June 18, 1958, with the Rev. Archie N. —— present pastor of the 
church, and Dr. Paul L. Graf officiating.: 


The Rev. Irwin R. Kraemer 


The Rev. Irwin R. Kraemer, friendly pastor of Resurrection Church, Milwaukee, 
known perhaps best of all for his long term of service as secretary-treasurer of the 
Wisconsin Conference, abruptly terminated his service in the Church Militant when 
summoned by his loving Master to his Eternal Abode. On October 12, 1958, he greeted 
many of his fellow workers gathered at the annual Wisconsin Church School Associa- 
tion convention. The next day brought the unwelcome word that Pastor Kraemer 
’ was gone. So it is with our brief portion here. | 

Pastor Kraemer was born on November 5, 1900, in Chicego, Illinois. There he 
was baptized as an infant in St. Paul’s Lutheran Church and later confirmed in 
Christ Church. He attended elementary and high schools of the same city, later assist-_ 


ing his father, Robert L. Kraemer, in his meat and grocery business and undertaking ~ 


other general employment. When able to pursue his studies further, he enrolled in the 
Carthage College Academy and then in Carthage College, from which college he grad- 
uated in 1925. He next continued his studies in the Chicago Lutheran Theological 
Seminary, completing them in the Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary from 
which he graduated in 1928. On June 7 of the same year he was ordained a Minister 
of the Gospel. 

Pastor Kraemer served as pastor of St. Mark’s Church, North St. Paul, Minnesota, 
from 1928 to 1930. He then was called to Trinity Church, Kenoshz, Wisconsin, 
where he served from 1930 to 1938. In 1938 he was called to St. Luke’s Church, 
Waukesha, Wisconsin, where he was pastor until, in 1942, he was called to the U. S. 
Army Chaplaincy. He served as army chaplain until 1945 at which time he was called 
to become pastor of Resurrection Church, Green Bay, Wisconsin. There he served until | 
1948, and from 1948 until the time of his death he was pastor of Resurrection Church, 
Milwaukee. 

Surviving Pastor Kraemer are his wife, Evelyn, and their four children, Marcia 
(Mrs. James P. Bishop), Evelyn (Mrs. Robert Flegel), Marilyn (Mrs. Arthur Osgood) 
and William.

REPORT OF THE SYNODICAL MISSIONARY — 
"HOME MISSION DIRECTOR 


A complete report of the Home Mission activities of the Synod is given by the 
Synodical Home Mission Board and the President of Synod as the Synodical Superin- | 
tendent of Home Missions. This report covers the activities of the Synodical Missionary- 
Home Mission Director. 

Being under call by the Synod as a culbiat Missionary the work of the Home 
Mission Director is carried on under the direction and by assignment of the Synodical 
Executive Committee as the Home Mission Board of Synod and the President of 
Synod as the Superintendent of Missions. The activities assigned during the past 


_ synodical year may be classified under the following heads: 


Scouting for and Spotting Prospective Fields. 
Clearing Fields through the Regional Committees. 
Surveying and Canvassing Fields. | 
Overseeing the Organization of New Congregations. 
The Selection of Church Building Sites. 
Property Financing and Church Extension. 


Scouting for and Spotting Prospective Fields: 


During the past synodical year, as in other years, your Home Mission Director has 
tried to keep an eye on the various home building developments and the expansion of 
communities over the whole territory of the Synod. As in the past, he has given 
special attention to the development on the growing edge of the larger cities and the 
changing developments in the metropolitan areas. While the growing edge of the larger 
communities has been particularly watched, the possibilities in smaller communities 


and rural areas has not been overlooked. As long as the country continues to develop 


and population continues to increase there will be need for Home Mission work and 
the establishment of new congregations. When a community is spotted in which it 
appears there may be possibilities for the development of a congregation of the Synod 


of the Northwest application for the assignment of the field to the Synod of the North- 


west is made to one of the National Lutheran Council Regional Home Mission Com- 
mittees functioning on our synodical territory. | 


Clearing Fields Through the Regional Committees: 


The Home Mission Director has continued to work in close cooperation with the — 
representatives of the United Lutheran Church in America on the National Lutheran 
Council Regional Home Mission Committees in Wisconsin, Minnesota, North and 
South Dakota and Montana. He continues to serve as one of the representatives of 
the United Lutheran Church on the Madison (Wisconsin and Upper Michigan) 
Regional Committee. In addition to attending the meetings of the Madison Regional 
Committee, during the past year he has attended some meetings of the Minnesota and 


- Sioux Falls (South Dakota) committees. 


Considering fields assigned to the Synod of the Northwest occupied during the past 
year, fields requested by us, fields denied us or surrendered by us, at this writing the 
status of fields standing as assigned to the Synod of the Northwest or requested by 
the Synod through the Regional Committees is as follows: 

In Wisconsin we have seven fields allocated to us for regular occupancy and five 
for anticipated occupancy. At this writing we have requests standing before the 
Madison Regional Committee for two more fields for regular occupancy. 

In Minnesota we have four fields allocated to us for regular occupancy and four for 
anticipated occupancy. 

In North Dakota we have only one field assigned to us and that is for anticipated 
occupancy. 

In South Dakota we have two fields allocated to us for regular occuvancy and at 
this writing we have requests standing before the Sioux Falls Regional Committee for 
five more fields for regular occupancy and one for anticipated occupancy. 

In Montana we have one field allocated to us for apc occupancy with five for 


anticipated occupancy. 
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Surveying and Canvassing Fields: 

After a prospective Home Mission field has been assigned to us by’ one of the Natisaat 
Lutheran Council Regional Committees it must be approved for occupancy by the Board 
of American Missions through the Division of Survey and Research before it can be 
entered and a congregation begun. It has been the usual practice for a house-to-house 
canvass of a field to be made before the field is approved for occupancy. In years past 
most of the canvassing of fields on our synodical territory has been done synodically 
with the Home Mission Director doing much of the house-to-house canvassing himself. 


The results and findings of all such synodical canvassing have been reported to the 
_ Division of Survey and Research. During the past synodical year we have endeavored 


to bring this activity into harmony with the plan of the Board of American Missions 
by requesting the Division of Survey and Research to provide the canvassers and to 
do the door to door canvassing. 

During the summer of 1958 the Division of Survey and Research employed two 
Northwestern Seminary students to do canvassing on our synodical territory. Six pros- 
pective fields, already cleared through the National Lutheran Council Regional Com- 


-mittees and assigned to the Synod of the Northwest, were canvassed by these Board 


canvassers during the summer, In the Milwaukee area fields designated as Granville, 
Fairy Chasm-Donges Bay and Sunnyslope were canvassed. In the Twin City area 
fields designated as Interlachen, Coon Rapids-Spring Lake Park and McCarron’s Lake — 
were canvassed. Ihe Board canvassers also canvassed the fields of several established 
missions including Holy Trinity, West Allis; Transfiguration, Bloomington and Cross" 
of Glory, New Brighton. | 

Synodically, but under the direction and according to the order of the Division of 


- Survey and Research, fields in Pierre and Rapid City, South Dakota, were canvassed by 


the Home Mission Director assisted by Pastors James nem, Dean Skow and Arno 


_ Martin. 


Five of the fields canvassed during the past year ieee’ been approved fot occupancy 
by the Board of American Missions. } 
We are again requesting the Division of Survey and Research to employ canvassers to 
work on our territory in the summer of 1959. It is hoped that a number of the fields — 

assigned to us may be canvassed and their possibilities determined. 


Overseeing the Organization of New Congregations: 


During the past synodical year an effort has been made to bring our synodical program 
for the beginning and organization of new congregations into complete harmony with 
the program of the Board of American Missions. ln years past most of our new con- 
gregations have been developed synodically by synodical missionaries or mission or- 
ganizers called by the synod. As new congregations were developed by synodical organ- 
izers effort was always made to follow the regulations of the Board of American Mis- 
sions in the whole development program. It now appears that it will be advantageous 
for the program to cooperate completely with the Board in the mission development 


- program and request the Board to call Mission Developers to fields on our territory 


as they are canvassed and approved for occupancy through the Division of Survey 
and Résearch. 

At the time of the writing of the report for the 1958 synodical convention the 
development of new congregations was underway in the Crystal, Minneapolis, Minne- 
sota field and the Tuckaway, Milwaukee, Wisconsin field. The work on both these 
fields was under the direction of synodical missionaries. At the time of the 1958 
convention the Board of American Missions had called mission developers to fields in 
Columbia Heights, Minneapolis and Golden Hill, Rochester, Minnesota. Both these 
fields were entered in June, 1958. Since the 1958 convention the Board has called 
mission developers to fields at Coon Rapids-Spring Lake Park, Minnesota and Gran- 
ville, Milwaukee, Wisconsin. The Coon Rapids-Spring Lake Park field has been 
entered and at this writing the Granville, Milwaukee field is about to be entered. For a 


while the work on the Tuckaway, Milwaukee field was delayed because of the resig- 


nation of Pastor Robert Bartsch as a synodical missionary. With the calling of Pastor 
R. W. Groth as a synodical mission organizer the work on this field is again underway 
with the promise of a good development. Pastor Groth: is now the only mission 
Organizer under call by the Synod. All other mission developers working on our 
territory are under call by the Board of American Missions. 
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At the time of this writing a congregation has been organized on the Crystal, Minne- - 
apolis field and a congregation is about to be organized on the Columbia Heights, 
Minneapolis field. There are strong possibilities for the formal organization of con- 
‘gregations on the Coon Rapids-Spring Lake Park, Minnesota field and the Tuckaway, 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin field before the time of the 1959 synodical convention. A 
congregation is still in the process of organization at Golden Hill, Rochester, Minnesota. 

There are three other fields on our territory that have been approved for occupancy 
by the Board of American Missions and undoubtedly congregations will be under | 
development on these fields as soon as the Board can secure panne to be called as 
mission developers. 


Selection of Church Building Sites: 


According to the regulations of the Board of American Missions all properties selected 
and to be purchased as future church building sites must be approved by the Division 
of Survey and Research. During the past year the Home Mission Director has made 
effort to have all previously purchased proposed church sites approved and has made 
‘effort to guide in the selection of such proposed sites, so that whether the site be 
purchased by a mission congregation itself or be purchased by the synod for the 
congregation, the approval of the site may be assured. Effort has been made to guide 
in the filing of the required data for site approval. All sites purchased during the past 
year by mission congregations or by the synod for mission congregations have been 
approved. 


Property Financing and Church Extension: 


One of the major activities of the Home Mission Director during the past year was 
that concerned with property financing and Church Extension. Much time and effort 
was given to those congregations using properties owned or financed entirely by the | 
_ synod, endeavoring to assist such congregations to take title to such properties and to 
finance them as their own with the guidance and assistance of the Division of Church 
Extension and with loans and financing arranged through the Board of America Mis- 
sions. Such properties included chapels, church sites and parsonages. In the majority 
of cases where we have worked with such congregations we have been successful in our 
efforts and much of the money synod has had invested in such properties has been 
or is being released and returned to synod. Not only have synodical funds been 
released but congregations have been put on a sound financial basis and have assumed 
their rightful responsibilities. Much of our success in these efforts has been due to 
the fine cooperation of the Division of Church Extension. 

Along with the giving of assistance to congregations using properties owned and 
financed by the Synod to finance them as their own, the Home Mission Director has 
assisted congregations planning church building construction and endeavored to guide 
them in their relationship with the Division of Church Extension. In the summer 
of 1958 he made an itinerary of such congregations in the Synod with Dr. Elwood | 
L. Bowman of the Division of Church Extension. Another such itinerary is being 
planned for the summer of 1959. 

It is the hope of the writer of this report that the whole Church Extension program 
of the Synod may be brought into complete harmony with the program of the Board 
of American Missions with Synod assisting in the financing of congregational programs 
only temporarily and until permanent financing can be arranged according to the plan 
of the Division of Church Extension with the Board of American Missions. 


{n addition to the activities jwarllaed above the Home Mission Director has supplied 
pulpits and filled preaching appointments as requested. He has met with church councils 
and committees of congregations in planning the advance of congregational programs 
and in the financing of church properties. He has acted in all such areas of Home 
Mission administration work as he has been assigned by the Synodical Executive Com- 
mittee and the President of Synod. |

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
SOCIAL MISSIONS. 


From the earliest beginnings of our Synod, concern for suffering people has been 
consistently, if not vividly, expressed. In fact, eras of specific concerns become clearly 


_ marked. In the 1930’s legal relationships with our welfare agencies were matters of 


paramount concern. In the 1940's these concerns continued to confront us. On two 


- occasions the Social Missions Committee was authorized to undertake a study of the 
- relationship of the inter-body welfare agencies to Synod. But a new concern arose! 


In 1943 the Stewardship Committee proposed the study and development of a program 
for the aging. Since then this matter has been a topic of study on various occasions. 
In 1959, the same concerns confront us! The same recommendations, the same 


actions of Synod, the same indecisive expression of action. How difficult it is for us 


to see Christ in our neighbor! 
As we prepare to convene as the 69th Annual Convention of the Northwest Syndd. 


many of the age-old problems and concerns still confront us. The Lutheran Welfare | 


Societies on our territory, our recognized child care, chaplaincy, family service pro- 
grams struggle with limited numbers of staff and insufficient funds. Service demands 
far exceed the resources that these agencies can muster to provide appropriate and 


sufficient service. 


Our 15-year old concern for providing adequate services to the aging has barely 
taken tangible form. The Milwaukee area congregations are making slow, but steady 
progress. The Central Conference program for the aging continues its agonizing . 
struggle to elicit sufficient congregational interest that funds may be forthcoming to 
build the first unit of a comprehensive service program. 

The alarming fact, historically and currently, is that our expressed concerns have not. 
been translated into tangible and effective action. This is the more alarming, when, | 
without exercising prideful provincialism, the welfare agencies on our Synod's territory 
are commonly recognized to sustain the highest standards of service and stewardship 


within our Church or the nation. 


Beyond the concern of adequate support, two other problems confront us. One is 
the need for the development of a basic philosophy of responsibility for a broad social 
missions program within our Synod. To this end the Committee’s recommendation of 


last year proposed that the Conferences plan for a discussion of Christian social respon- 


sibility at the 1959 Fall Conferences. The recommendation was adopted by Synod. 
The Central Conference has already initiated discussion of this matter at the Conference 
meeting last fall. It had been planned that time would be given from the Seminary 
Convocation program to have Dr. Harold Haas, ULCA Board of Social Missions, 
discuss Christian social responsibility. The imminence of the LEAF campaign kick-off 
prevented culmination of this plan. The Social Missions Committee again commends 
to the Conferences a discussion of Christian social responsibility. 

A second basic problem is one of securing consecrated and competently trained staff. 
An acute shortage of graduate school trained social workers and clinical trained chap- | 
lains exists. Recruitment of such trained personnel will aid in the alleviation of service 
pressures with which the agencies are now confronted. Informal discussions have been 
held with the chairman of the Committee on Church Vocations to ascertain whether 
some recruitment program might be jointly undertaken. 

Social Missions Committee encourages the showing of the films, “‘People with a 
Purpose,’’ produced by the Division of Welfare, National Lutheran Council and 
securable through the ge ona Welfare Societies or the ULCA Board of Social Missions 
to Luther Leagues and other adolescent aged youngsters as a means of bringing to 
these young people information about a possible career in social service. 

During the year, the Rev. Harold Reisch, Director Department of Inner Missions, 
ULCA Dad of Social Missions, met with the Synod Committee. A manual for 


- synodical committees is now being prepared. It will include recommendations for 


establishing meaningful relationships with agencies on the Synod's territory. This 
soon to be published manual will be a distinct asset in further clarifying and develop- 
ing meaningful relationships between the agencies and the Synod. It is hoped that 


the final form will be available for presentation to the 1960 Synod convention. 
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The Social Missions Committee wishes to express its deep and sincere appreciation to 
congregations and individuals that have faithfully and substantially supported the 
- imner mission agencies of Synod. The Synod committee commends to congregations 

and individuals of Synod for strong and faithful support the four Lutheran Welfare 
Societies on the territory of Synod, and the two services to aging in the Wisconsin and 
Central Conferences. 

It is the ongoing concern and the continuing prayer of the Social Missions Committee 
that our congregations gird 1 serene to alleviate the pain and suffering of our neighbor 
in travail.

Your committee notified all pastors of Synod concerning the April 15, 1959, 
deadline for presently ‘ordained ministers to enter the O.A.S.I. (Social Security) Pro- 
gram; and information was given them concerning proper steps to be taken if they 
chose to enter this program. Brochures explaining the Contributory Pension Plan and 
the Family Protection Plan were mailed to the secretaries or pastors of all congregations. 
Contributions to the Contributory Pension Plan in 1958 amounted to $1,967, 18,3 | 
an increase of $160,891 over the amount contributed in 1957. Total assets of the 
fund are now $15,150,245. | 
| During 1958, 249 new members joined the Contributaty Pension Plan. The 
active membership is 3,435. 
During 1958, 395 new members joined the Family Protection Plan. The active 
membership of this plan is 2,906. 
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By order of the 1956 ULCA Convention, 315 retired pastors had their annual 
pension increased from $1,200 to $1,300 as of January 1, 1959, and 647 pastors’ 
widows had their pension increased from $600 to $650 a year beginning the same 
date. These were members who were on the pension roll as of June 30, 1956. 

Dry January 1, 1959, 82 children had their annual grant increased from $100 to 
$ 

The revised schedule of benefits under the Family Protection Plan went into effect 
as of January 1, 1959. The new schedule calls for $200 annual reductions in benefits 
instead of $1,000 every five years. The over-all effect of this change is to increase 
benefits at every age level except at ages divisible by five. |

1. The section describing 1958 as ‘‘an average year’ deserves our searching consid- | 
eration. It is hoped that the positive influence of the successful LEAF cam- 
paign will stir our congregations out of ‘‘averages’’ into new ventures of faith — 
and growth. 

2. The President’s concern for the low salaries of pastors is particularly appreciated, 
especially when it is realized that approximately 19% of our congregations are 
paying less than $4,000.00 per annum for pastor’s salaries and more than 50%, 

less than $5,000.00. It is hoped that lay representatives of our churches will 
bring attention of this need to their church councils for action. 


3. The items citing instances of ‘‘congregation mergers’’ as well as the synod 
affiliation of special speakers heard by the convention, as listed in the report, 
are indications of the approaching merger. The Committee prays that these forth- | 
coming years of transition to a larger church body will be done harmoniously ; 
for the glory of God and the extension of His Kingdom. 


4. The report which the President gives regarding the introduction of the new 
“Service Book and Hymnal’’ is very significant. It is an encouraging omen of 
Lutheran unity that already, in the first year of the new hymnal, two-thirds of § 
our congregations have put it to use in their worship services. : 

5. Perhaps the most important section of the President’s report is his summary of | 
the ten years of his administration. While he emphasizes the fact that the 
communing membership of the Synod has enjoyed a 52% gain over the past 
decade, it is no less significant that total benevolence has increased almost 200%. 
These facts certainly betoken the continuing blessings of the grace of God, but 
they also indicate the quiet and capable leadership of our President during these 
years.

REPORT OF THE DELEGATES TO THE 
U.L.C.A. CONVENTION 1958 


~ Dayton, Ohio, the ‘‘Gem City’’ sparkled with sunshine and hospitality for the 40th 
anniversary convention of the United Lutheran Church in America, October 8-15, 
1958. The twenty- -eight delegates from Northwest Synod met their responsibilities by 
attendance at all sessions, service on committees, and by participation in debate and deci- 
sion. Our delegates were: Pastors Ahlen, Bishop, Downey, Rasmussen, P. L. Roth, 
Zeidler, Dehaan, Dressler, Merle Franke, R. H. Gerberding, Graf, Shannon, Shelhart, and 
Stoffel. Miss Irene Blakely, Richfield, Minneapolis; Mrs. W. S. Chandler, Trinity, 
Appleton; Messrs. Judge Ronold Drechsler, Reformation, Milwaukee; Theodore Stump, 
Redeemer, Livingston; M. J. Beaumont, Trinity, Appleton: Richard England, Salem, 
Minneapolis; J. W. Jouno, Lake Park, Milwaukee; Harvey Leiser, Fox Point, Mil- 
waukee; Cyrus Rachie, St. John’s, Minneapolis; Elmer Scheuerman, Holy Trinity, Min- 
neapolis; S. F. Wilch, Trinity, Appleton: Victor Kleinsteuber, Lake of the Isles, Min-

The Convention looked at the up-coming merger of four Lutheran bodies —_ a 
distance of three to four years and found the view exciting. Dr. Oscar A. Benson, presi- 
dent of Augustana Lutheran Church, preached the opening sermon at the invitation of 
Dr. Fry. My brief convention note said, ‘“A warm and challengingly evangelical sermon 
by Dr. Benson, a courtesy prophetic of future blessings.’’ Later in the convention Dr. 
Hammerberg, Executive Secretary of Augustana’s Board of Foreign Missions, made an 
impressive address recognizing overseas ministries which already are merged. A closer 
' view of the union was given by a review of the report of the Joint Commission on 
Lutheran Unity, specifically a first draft of the constitution of the coming Church. The 
convention adopted a resolution expressing thanksgiving for the progress in merger 
negotiations, urging representatives to use best efforts to realize desired goals, and 
invoking God's blessings on all deliberations and decisions. 


_ Apart from Merger talk, the major emphasis of the convention was on ‘recruitment 
for church vocations,’’ based on ‘‘pray ye therefore the Lord of the harvest that He 
would send forth laborers into His harvest.’’ The specific convention theme was ‘“Wing 
the Word of the Cross through the whole World!’’ The Board of Higher Education 
is responsible for recruitment for church vocations. Its report dramatized the need. Its 
request to prepare a film on the Lutheran Pastor was adopted. Dr. Gould Wickey, 
executive secretary of this Board for 30 or more years, gave his valedictory presentation. 


Then there was Dr. John Rilling, chaplain for the convention. Popular pastor of 
St. John’s, Minneapolis, and outstanding preacher, day after day he stood before us 
lifting our minds and hearts to a clearer view and service of Christ. More than note- 
worthy was his tribute to the memory of those saints who passed away during the past 
two years. ‘“Trumpets in the Morning’’ was the title; and Rilling knew how to blow 
upon them lovingly and teachingly. We were proud of John Rilling in his part in the 
convention. 

A far-reaching decision of the convention authorized the Board of American Missions 
to borrow up to $8,000,000 to catch up in helping new missions to get into first units 
of church buildings. This action relates to at least twenty missions in our Synod at 
present, and to several others in process of organization. The Board's promise is to help 
a mission to have a first unit within two years of organization conditioned upon proper 
initiative and response by the mission. 

Budgets are always big items at U.L.C.A. conventions. 1960 calls for 12 million, 
1961 for 14 million dollars. This means that in 1960 Northwest Synod is expected 

to provide $795,817 for U.L.C.A., almost $50,000 more than we paid in 1958, out 
“double benevolence”’ year.

REPORT OF THE UNITED LUTHERAN CHURCH 
“WOMEN OF THE ENGLISH EVANGELICAL 
LUTHERAN SYNOD OF THE NORTHWEST 


It is a privilege to report the progress made by United Lutheran Church Women of © 
the Northwest Synod. Through the devoted efforts of our three conferences we have 
continued to go forward. Our membership is 10,349, an increase of 907 members 


over the previous year. We feel this is partly due to an increased use of the unified plan 


of organization in the local congregation. This plan coordinates all women’s work 
within the congregation, allows for wider fellowship within the church, and opens 
channels of service at home and overseas. We recommend a study of the unified plan 
in those congregations that do not now use it. We should make every effort to interest 
more women through a stimulating, Christ-centered program. Through Christian 
service projects and offerings of time, gifts and prayer a woman may serve her church 
and deepen her spiritual life. The women of our Northwest Synod gave a total of 
$57,844.80 through United Lutheran Church Women eanamomne in 1958. This 1s 


an increase of nearly $3,000 over the previous year. | 


To meet the need of more women workers in the church we gave four scholarships 
to girls considering full time service in the church and held retreats for girls at which 
Christian Vocations were presented. We continue to support Mrs. James Miller, mis- 
sionary to Liberia. We gave $4,042.25 toward the training program for Nationals. 

Our General Convention was held in Toronto, Canada, last September with ‘His 
Wondrous Love Proclaim” as its inspiring theme. At this convention we were honored 
to have Mrs. William Chandler elected Vice President, Mrs. Irma Rheingans, re-elected 
treasurer and Mrs. Hubert Cloninger elected to serve on the Executive Board of the 
general organization. We are grateful for the fine leadership given by these consecrated 
workers. 

A deeper understanding of the problems facing the ‘“‘Middle East’’ was gained in 
a study of that theme this year. ‘‘Christian Concerns of North American Neighbors” 
stimulated our thinking about Alaska, Hawaii, Mexico and other neighbors. The study — 
themes this coming year are “Africa” and ‘The Church's Mission in Town and | 
Country.”’ | 
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The women were encouraged to develop their prayer life by a use of the ‘‘Prayer 
Calendar’ printed in ‘‘Lutheran Women’s Work,’’ and by attending the World Day 
of Prayer and Week of Prayer services the first full week of Lent. We held Evening 
Rallies, Spring Forums, Lake Camp retreats, and Conventions to better acquaint our 
women with the needs of our church, to discuss problems and possible solutions, and 
to inspire greater loyalty to Christ. 

The triennial convention of United Lutheran Church Women of the English 
Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest will be held at St. John’s Lutheran 
Church, Minneapolis, Minnesota, on September 27 and 28. The theme, ‘Christians 
in Crisis."’ Mrs. Roy Winter, President of the general organization, will be our official 

representative. Mrs. Bernard Spong, National estat of Augustana Lutheran Church 
Women, will also be on our program. | 


We are grateful to you, pastors, who give us help and guidance. Our sole pur- - 
pose is to assist in the on-going program of the church, to educate, to stimulate and 
to serve in His Name. We thank Dr. George McCreary for articles each month in the 
Synodical Bulletin. A special ‘‘thank you’’ to Dr. Paul Bishop for his help and 
counsel at all times. May he and Mrs. Bishop be granted many more years of health, 
happiness and service. 

May God be merciful unto us and bless us as we pray, study, plan, give and serve in 
His Name.
